In Oppofition to fo partial, fo injurious, and fo iniqui- 
tous a Plan, a new Party arofe, which was form’d alike of 
fuch as were there thus profcrib’d, and fuch as were ftruck 
with equal Grief and Refentment to find the little Finger 
of the Servant, become heavier than the Loins of the 
Ma/ler ; and this Coalition of all Parties, who either fought, 
or affected to feek the Good of their Coungry, was founded 
on the fulleft, olearcit, and ftrongeft Prot ffions on both 
Sides, that all Party-Diitinétions fhould, for the future, 


| be done away; and that all Gentlemen fhould be held e- 


qually quality’d to ferve their Prince, who were qualify’d 
to ferve their Country. 

On this Principle of Union, Oppofition became a com- 
mon Caufe ; and with fo much Zeal, Vigour, and Suc- 
cefs, was it carried on, thatthe rong Hold of Corrup- 
tion, at laft, gave way to their joint Endeavours ; and the 
Giant who held it, thought only of making his Efcape:

Admittance. In plain Terms, not one fingle Tory-Name 
was fuffered to havea Place in their Lift of Promotions :

hand, withdrew their ill-plac’d Confidence, threw out A 
thoufand Maledictions againit them for their Perfidy, and 
gave them op for good and all, as the Sons of Per- 
dition.

Foundation, as I am pertuaded they have, in ‘Truth and 
Reaion. 

It foon became notorious that a late long and pernicious 
Adminitiration, ow’d its Stability to the fame profligate Spi- 
rit of Corruption, to which it ow’d its Origin: Thofe at 
the Head of it, were fo far from endeavouring to fave 
Appearances, that, with an Incontinence beyond Example, 
they, every where, and upon every Oxcafion, gave out, 
that Power could no otherwife fupported, that Go- 
vernment could nB-otherwife be ferv’d, that Men could be 
no otherwife dealt with, than by Corruption: Nay, with- 
in Doors, they fhamelefly avow'd, that Parliaments ought 
to be Dependant; and without, they as fhamelefly and 
avowedly taught, that this Model of Government ought 
to be perpetual ; as alfo that the Way to make it fo, was 
to center all Places, Pentions, and other Gratifieations, in 
phe Gitt of the Crown, 10 thoie they were pleas’d to dig- 








fiteto good Government: And, in this new Adventure, 
embark’d all who were injur’d by the late Breach of Faith, 
and all who prefer’d their Honour to their Interett: It 
was the narrow Party-Bottom which the old Miniltry 
had eftablifh’d, and which the New efpous’d, that they 
declar’d aguinft; it was the Broad-Bottom of the «whole 
| People they contended for, as the belt Support of his Ma- 
| jefty’s Throne, as theonly folid Bafis ot national Union, 
| and National Happinefs; and it was with thele Views, 
and for thefe Reaions, that they chofe the Broad- Bottom, 
for the Charafterittic of the Party. 

It was on this fingle Principle, this fecond Oppofition 
was form’d ; and it was not till after the Formation of it 
that the Differences about Foreign Meafures tcok Place : 
Thofe Meaiures did, indeed, furnith fufficient Matter for 
Oppofitian, but they did not create the Oppofition.

deration. Buc all prefent Appearances make for the con 


trary Prefumptton notwithilanding : We have not only re 

ceiv’d the lirongett Affurances, in Words, that our Coun 
cils thall again gravitate to their natural Center: But 
Difpotitions have begn actually inade to corditm thole Af- 
furances by Matters of Fad, which wil, if due Time, 
bear witnels for themfelyes, ‘There moreover ariles a Kind 
of Neceflity from the very Nature of Things, that our Af 
fairs fhould now take anew Dircétion ; and that thole who 
have driven the Enemy out of the C-b--t ander the Stan 

dard of their Country, fould make Ute of the Power 
they have, acquir’d thereby for the Intereft of their 
Country only : ‘They have no other ‘lenure of that Pow 
er, than the right Life of it: Should they turn alide ater 
Favour, they would not’ ouly ftand Sel! comdema'd, but 
would find, that thofe they had dillane’d belore, were 
now between them and the Goul, and that they would 
infalliby reach it firit. In thor, according to all the 
Laws of true Policy, the Interett of thole in Power, and 
the Intercit of the People, are, in tus extraordinary 
Crifis, the fame. If the \1-————rs facritice the People, 
they cut the Ground from under their own Feet; If the 
People dilcountenance and dutruft uiew M rs, they 
do the Enemy's Work, and wall have every El e- 
Blefling fhowerd down upon them for ther Reward,

Dublin, Fanwery 15. Jatt ‘I uefday, about Eleven at 
Night, beg an the moft violent Storm that hath been 
known, at S. S. E. which continued ail that Night, and 
the next Day, and brought down the greatelt Quantity of 
“pow that ever was known, for the ‘Time, to fall in this 
Kingdom; by which Means, it is feaved great Damages 
have been done, as the Snow was many Foot deep on tie 
Ground; which, by a ‘Thaw on ‘Thuriday, has render'd 
the Roads impaflib'e in many Places, and detained the 
Country Mais Yetterday much longer than ufual. In this 
Storm, the following Ships were forced on the North and 
South Bulls; viz 

The Malian Merchant, of London, Capt. Arabie, 300 
‘Yon, 20 Guns, and yo Men, richly laden, from Leg- 
hom for London; but mifing the Englith Chanel, and 
meeting with hazy Weather tor four or five Days could 
not take an Obfervation; ull meeting off St. David's 
Had a Ship from Portugal, and haleing her,. was inform'd 
where fhe was, and thereupon followed ber to thy Pore. 
"The [lands are all faved, and i: is hoped the Ship will alio, 
which is now on the South Ball. 

The Seaflower of Lanecafter, Muckelt, from Briito!, 
Merchants Gocds, all [lands faved ; and it 1s alfo hoped 
to fave the Veil, which is now by the South Piles. 

The Anne ard bhiabeth of Fmiworth, Walker, Inden 
with Wheat; all Elands faved; is under the Brick 
biclds, 

‘The Hopewell of Emfworth, Salter, Iaden with W heat,

drown'd, and another died of the Cold almoft as foon as 
he yor on Shore. 

In the Storm laft Wednefday, the John and Martha, 
froin London to Dublin, laden with Malt, was wreck'd in 
‘Tramore Bay, near Waterford ; the Hands were all faved. 

‘The Grofvenor from Chefter, is afhore near Dundalk ; 
Part of her Cargo is landed, but the Ship is in a very bad 
Way. 

A Sloop from Chichefter with Wheat- and Flour 

is on Shore near Dundrum; it is thought that Part 
of her Cargo will be faved, but the Ship cannot be 
7ot off. 
, A Veflel is afhore near Bray, where the Right Hon. 
the Earl of Meat, has brought a great Number of Men to 
prelerve the Ship and Cargo from being plunder’d by the 
Country People. 

Latt Saturday they began to anload the Italian Mer- 
chant, from Leghorn, lately frranded on the South Bull; 
her Cargo Conhits of Silk, Cotton, Oil, &c. and has re- 
ceived no Damage. It is hoped whea the Ship is light, 
fhe will be got off. ; 

Their Excellencies the Lords Juftices have ordered two 
large Guards of Soldiers, with proper Officers, to be 
potted along the North and South Shores, to prevent the 
Ships from being made Wrecks, and the Goods carried 
off by the Country People. The Guards are relieved 
every Day. 





LONDON. 

The Mercury Privateer, Capt. Payne, has taken, and 
carried into Gibraltar, the St. whe Baptifta, bound from 
Bayonne to Cadiz, laden with Butter, Beef, and Cam- 
biets, which the took the 2ait of November Eight Lea- 
gues from Cadiz. 

A French Brigantine about 50 Tons, laden with Win- 
dow-Glafs aud Mullftones, is taken by the Bell Privateer, 
Captain Le Coeque, of Alderney, and carried into that 
Ifland the 12th Init. 

‘The Holy Trinity, the French Privateer, taken by the 
Leoftuff Privateer, Capt. Feilding, aud fuppofed to be loft, 
is got into Bantry Bay in Ireland. 

Pie Bacchus Privateer, Capt. Wadham, of London, 
and a Prize fhe had tuken, are both taken and carried into 
Brett. 

‘The Voluntier, Harlwell, from Faro for Ireland, is 
taken and carried into St. Malo’s 

‘The Mary, Graves, from Parkgate for Dublin, is loft 
near Holyhead ; the Paffengers and Crew confiits of 80 
People, who are all faved 

\ionday the Sadle:’s Company had a grand Entertain- 
ment at their Hall im Cheapiide, in Honour of his Royal 
Highnets the Prince of Wales, their perpetual Matter. 

Monday Morning a Boy belonging to the Coach and 
Hories Alchoufe near Lamb’s Conduit, going upon the Ice 
of a Pond near that Place, aftera Suck, it broke with 
him, and he was drowned. 

They write from Brittol, that on the 1gth arriv’d there 
Capt. Furnell, of the Lion Privateer, from St. Maloes, 
who was taken and carried into that Port by the Lis Pri- 
vateer, who brings Advice, that Capt. Young and Capt. 
Faulkner from Virginia, and Capt. Brown from the Medi- 
terranean, are taken in their Paflage, and carried into St. 

Jalaes. 

‘The New Eagle Privateer, Capt. Beafly, has brouzht 
into Dover the Royal Ranger, the largeit Sinugygler tuat 
ever was built, being a large Cutter with eight Carriage 
Guns of Three-Pounders, and twelve Swivels. 

Chey write from Philadelphia, that the Medufa of 
Nantz, Capt. John Gillet, from Cape Francois, bound 
home, was taken by Capt. Sibbald, Commander of the 
Wilmington Privateer, and was fafe arriv’d there; her 
Cargo conliits of Sugar, Indigo, and Pieces of Eight. 
Several other rich Ships were in Company, after which 
Capt. Sibbald made fail as foon as he fent this Veflel 
home. 

Jetters from New York of the 3d paft fay, that the 
Friday before arriv’d there the Bon from Rochelle, bound 
to Louifbourg, being taken by Capt. Barns, ina Privateer 
belonging to that Place. 

Extract of a Letter fiom Liverpool, dated Fan. 18. 

This Day arriv’d the Cunliff, Capt Pritchard, from 
Virginia, who about fifteen Leauges to the Weftward of 
Cape Clear fell in with a French Privateer, who had a 
large Prize with her, and warmly attack’d the Cunliff, 
which maintain’d a running Fight of about cight Hours, 
when the Privateer fheer’d off Capt. Pritchard received 
a Shot in his Head, and died the 17th inflant, and one or 
two more are Wounded. 


‘The Prince Frederick Privateer, Capt. Dennis, has taken 
a French Sloop fiom Granada, bound to Martinico, with 
104 Hogfheads of white Sugar on board and eleven Slaves, 
and fent her inte Rhode-Ifland Capt. Dennis fome time 
before had had a warm Engagement with a French Privateer, 
in which the French Captain was kili'd, and then the 
Montieurs theer'’d off. 

They write from New-York, thar three Englifh 


Men of War have been down to Leogan, on the French” 
Side of Hiipaniola, and taken fourteen Sal of French 
Vefiels.

The Sub and Deputy-Governors of the South Sea Com- 
pany have waited on his Majelty, in purfuance of a Re- 
folution of the lait General Court, with an Addrefs to his 
Majefty to continue Governor of the {aid Company ; 
which Addrefs’ his Majeity received very gracioully, and 
gave his Royal Confent to their Requett. 

Letters from Philadelphia advile, that a Privateer of that 
Place fell in with twenty Sail of St. Domingo-Men, where- 
of they took nine, and carried them into Philade!phia 

His Portuguefe Majetty has caufed an Altar, in Mofaic 
Work, to be ereéted in the Portuguefe Chapel at Rome, 
reprefenting the Baptifm of our Saviour in the River Jor- 
dan, which has cott a Million of Crowns, in Satista¢tion 
of a Vow he made when he was firft attack’d with an 
Apoplexy. 

Extraa of a Letter from New York, September 3. 

* We have certain Intelligence that a 70 Gun Ship, a 
56 Gun Ship, a 44 anda 26 Gun Ship, are arriv’d at 
Cape Breton from France, ‘The 70 Gun Ship cali’d the 
Ardent, with fix hundred Men; the 56 call’d the Bril- 
liant, with five hundred and fifty Men; and the others 
with Men in like Proportion to their Guns: That they 
had likewife with them eighteen Merchants-Ships, from 
20 to 26 Guns, and from feventy to eighty Men each: 
That they carried with them Men, Ammunition, and 
Stores, fora new 70 Gun Ship, now ready at Quebeck : 
That they have befides 1200 regular Troops at Cape 
Breton. Such a French Force here deferves the Atten- 
tion of all the Colonies on the Main. 

Two French Prizes, richly laden, bound for the Weft 
Indies from France, are taker. by two Privateers of St. 
Kit’s, and carried into that Ifland; there were three more 
in Campany, but they efcap’d. 

The Swift Privateer, Capt. Hutfon, has taken a Shi 
from Bourdeaux bound to Dunkirk, laden with Wine a 
Brandy, and fent her into Dover, and Capt. Hutfon is put 
into the Downs, 

Sunday was the Birth-Day of his Royal Highnefs the 
Prince of Wales, who then enter’d into the 40th Year of 
his Age. And on Monday his Royal Highnefs received 
the Compliments of the Nobility, &c. at Leicefter-Houfe ; 
and there was a Ball at St. James’s at Night in the Great 
Ball-Room. 

Laft Saturday the Wife of one Mr. Hill, a Blackfmith 
at Clapham, who had been mifling about Eight Days, 
was found in a Pond in the Fields Tindiee from the Cock 
Alchoufe to the Plow in the fame Town. It is fuppofed 
fhe was going from one of theabove Houfes, and it being 
very dark, miffed her Way.
